WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—Food 
Administrator Hoover has enlisted 
aid of the Federal Reserve Board in 
a campaign to increase the meat 
supply of the country. Mr. Hoover

“The board has received a letter 
from Mr. Hoover,” reads a letter 
from the board to Federal reserve 
banks, made public today, “stating 
that he is just beginning a cam- 
paign to secure a larger amount of 
cattle feeding in this country, and 
that his investigation shows that 
the interest charge represents be- 


tal costs of this industry. 

“The legal rate of interest in many 
of the cattle-raising States is 8 per 
cent., or more, and the food admin- 
istrator suggests that if banks would 
Make loans to the cattle people at 


cent., which he thinks they could 
afford in view of the 5 per cent. re- 
discount rate on six months’ paper, 
available at most of the Federal re- 
serve banks, a stimulus would be 
given to the cattie-raising industry 
which all will agree is greatly need- 
ed at this time. 

“The board appreciates, of course, 
the limitations upon its powers in

The only thing lacking is 
a government reeponsible to the peo- 
ple’s representatives as it exists in 
all other countries of the world. 

“Shall it be said of us Germans 
that negotiations with the United 
States are impossible because we as 
a nation of Helots are incapable of 
asserting our own will? De we de- 
serve this after years of fighting and 
euffering, after achievements and 
encrifices without measure and num- 


bers?”

QUESTION OF THOMPSON. 


In the light of what happened 
today and what may happen as the 
result of the clash in authority be- 
tween the Governor and the Mayor, 
there is much speculation as to what 
will or can be done to suppress 
Mayor Thompson. There is talk of 
impeaching him, but this does not 
seem feasible under the Illinois law, 
as he is not a civil officer. The law 
provides for the impeachment of 
the Governor or other civil om 
clals if they neglect or overstep 
their duties, but makes no provi- 
sion for the removal of a Mayor. 
The State has no recall, so the only 
weapon at hand is that of public 
sentiment which is extremely strong 
against Thompson. The press, with- 
out exception, denounces him bit- 
terly, «and friends who had stood 
loyally back of him in the storm of 
criticism over previous acts, are 
now falling away because of. his 
pro-German attitude, and his fae- 
ulty for seizing the wrong horn of 
every dilemma. If the municipal 
election were to be held tomorrow 
he would not get enough votes to 
wad a shotgun, and a very small 
bore gun, at that.

Later committees were reported 
on American .

A committee of seventeen on plat- 
form was appointed with Morris H- 
quit of New York, chairman of the 
National Committee of the People’s 
Council of America for Democracy 
and Terms of Peace, at their head. 
After four hours deliberation the 
committee reported a platform of 
principles which was adopted by 
unanimous vote. 

The platform called for the pro- 
gressive disarmament of all nations; 
repeal of the conscription act by the 
United States Congress; a concrete 
statement of the administration of 
its war aims, and peace without 
conquest, annexation or indemnity. 

THE RESOLUTION. 

The following resolution was of- 
fered by Irwin St. John Tucker of 
Chicago, and adopted by the conven- 
tion: 

“Resolved by this convention, that 
we accept the President's statement 
of the war aims of the Allies, so far 
as ft refers to ‘no punitive indem- 
nities,” no exclusive economic 
leagues, and no dismemberment of 
empires; that we urge the Allied 
powers to make similar clear and 
unmistakable statements of their 
alma, in order to deprive the Ger- 
man autocracy of its chief strength. 
That it is the conviction of the 
German people that the autocracy 
is their only defense against dis- 
memberment and economic destruc- 
tion: and that we urged the Presi- 
dent not to demand of the German 
people a measure of democracy so 
far in excess of the measure of 
democracy allowed to the American 
people as to raise in the minds of 
the Germans suspiciouns that our in- 
sistence on their democratization is 
not made in good faith.“

Later additions to the lists of wom- 
en workers include tailors, bakers, 
shoemakers, messengers, and “tech- 
nical women,” the latter category 
including printera, gardeners (for 
graves,) grooms, and a number of 
minor occupations. 
The various employments are of- 
ficially divided into four depart- 
ments with fixed rates of pay. Cooks 
and those engaged in domestic serv- 
ice recé¢ive $100 to $130 a year; the 
other three departments—mechani- 
eal, clerical and miscellaneous 
show rates of pay varying from 35 
to $10 per week. Women engaged 
in domestic service get free board 
and lodging; those in the other de- 
partments have a deduction of $3.50 
per week for board and lodging if 
they live in government hotels. 
Higher rates of pay are allowed 
for and women ranking 
as noncomm oned officers. Every; 
woman joining the corps signs an 
ugreement to serve for “one year, or 
the duration of the war,” whichever 
is the greater period. Annual 
grants are made for uniforms. 
In the substitution of women for“ 
man labor, the British army rule is 
to substitute roughly four women 
for three men. It is, of course, a 
basic regulation that women in 
France are qmployed only at bases 
and places of safety far from the 
fighting line. |

Arthur W. Kinney, industrial 
commissioner for the Chamber of 
Commerce, returned yesterday from 
a trip to Washington, where he con- 
fered with fhe government relative 


urday to Los Angeles’ facilities for manu- 


facturing aircraft, ships, etc. Infor- 
mation of great value to the inter- 
ests represented in this city resulted 
from his trip. Mr. Kinney says: 

“In the mattter of government 
war contracts there is a tendency 
to scale down the margin of profits 
materially. Most manufacturers 
seem to be satisfied with a profit of 
10 per cent. Prices will soon be 
standardized and there will be main- 
tained one price for all. 

“In taking the government in on 
the basis of cost plus 10 per cent. 


the government holds itself respon- 
sible for the delivery of raw ma- 
terials, the shipment of the finished 
product and in case of strikes the 
manufacturer is relieved of a lot of 
worry. The government continues 
to be a heavy buyer of steel and 
private buyers have great trouble in 
filling their requirements. A realign- 
ment of industries to foster the 
rapid production of war is 
now taking place. 
GOING TO ALLIES. 


“Much of the railroad equipment 


| now being made in America is go- 


ing to the Allies. The railroads 
are attempting to handle the great- 
ly increased business without an in- 
crease in cars, engines and trackage. 
Meantime it is claimed the efficiency 
Plans adopted as a war measure 
have increased their business 20 
per cent. Freight trains carrying 
war materials seem to have the right 
of way and it is a common occur- 
rence for the fast passenger trains 
on the standard eastern lines to be 
from one to three hours late. The 
movement of the material of the six- 
teen army cantonments will take 
about 64,000 cars. 

“Of interest to Southern Califor- 
nia manufactures is the bill now 
pending in Congress providing for 
the leasing and development of gov- 
ernment lands containing potash of 
which there are considered to be 
nearly 14,000 acres.

HO ARE THE SLACKERS? — WHO

The shipbuilders of the Pacific. Coast, 
many of whom have already taken emer- 
gency contracts from the government, and 
with heavy initial expense have started 
work to turn out vessels for use in the 
war, have received the following notice of 


an addendum to their contracts from the 


United States Shipping Board Emergency 
Fleet Corporation, viz.: | 
This ‘contract is executed and deliv- 

ered upon the understanding that, if 
desired by the United States Shipping 
Board Emergency Fleet Corporation. a 
provision, satisfactory in form and 
terms to the United States Shipping 
Board Emergency Fleet Corporation, 
restricting the hours of labor of labor- 
ers and mechanics employed by the 
contractor or by subcontractors and 
providing for the payment of extra 
compensation for overtime work, will 
be inserted in the contract, with the 
same force and effect as if inserted in 
the contract before the execution and 
delivery thereof. 

The wording ig typical of the legal jar 
gon with which objectionable orders are 
conveyed, the purpose being to hide the 
nigger in the woodpile. The order itself, 
coming after contracts have deen let, 
forces another stipulation upon the con 
tractors and would seem to be an impair- 
ment of contract, and, therefore, unconsti- 
tutional. If these contracts had been of- 
fered with explicit notice that an eight- 
hour day would be required on the work 
few of them would have found bidders at 
the figures at which they were let. On its 
face this notice appears™to be a shyster 
play; and it certainly is an emanation of 
the influence that Sam Gompers enjoys 
with the Wilson administration. It is de 
signed to make every shipbuilding yard in 
the country employ only union labor and 
pay exorbitant wages under the guise of 
overtime. It was an afterthought of Sam 
Gompers. He ordered it tucked into the 
contracts, and presto! it was done. 

The irony of the thing is that in the sig- 
nature stamping authority upon this or- 
der appears the word “Emergency.” Our 
shipbuilding is under the contro] of an 
“emergency board,” one presumably that 
will bend every effort to insure speed and 
promptness, one that will see that ships 
are built quickly for the immediate needs 
of this war. But our war needs must wait 
the pleasure of tlie unionite bosses; and 
because it pleases the unions not to work 
more than eight hours, for all they care 
the shipyards may be idle the rest of the 
day and the army may wait for the food 
and reinforcements that those completed 
ships would carry. This shipbuilding pro- 
gramme is an emergency measure and the 
safety of the country depends upon its suc- 
cess—but the representatives of the nation 
stoop shamefully to- barter with the tra- 
tors and slackers in the country's own ship- 
yards. 


Some of these ships are befhg built for 
soldiers. The workmen are as much a part 
of the fighting strength as the soldiers 
themselves; and if the unionized workmen 
can be loyal and patriotic in requiring an 
eight-hour day why should not the soldiers 
refuse to fight more than eight hours a 
day? And when the soldier leaves his 
home to go into danger, and twenty-four 
hours of it each day, for the pay of $30 a 
month, what must he think of his govern- 
ment when it truckles to unionized agita- 
tors, far from the danger zone, who de- 
mand $6 and $8 a day for less service than 
he performs? 

The government has conscripted men for 
the army, why not conscript them for the 
shipyards or wherever else they are need- 
ed? If a soldier mutinies he is shot. If a 
unionite traitor strikes with criminal vio- 
lence on a war job why should he be given 
the consideration of a palaver, a compro- 
mise—an acquiesence? 

Our country is at war. The men who 
will be killed have been drafted or have 
volunteered. And yet some of the men 
who will not be killed, the fellows whose 
hides are. safe, are using the war and its 
emergencies to wring exorbitant demands 
from all the industries upon which our 
government is depending for victory—the 
Wilson government truckles to them. If 
the unions were in the hire of the Kaiser, 
as some of them no doubt are, with their 
strikes and disturbances they could not 
more faithfully serve the enemy. Led by 
Sam Gompers, they are as vile slackers as 
any that may be found among the cowards 
that have run away to evade the draft. 
Soldiers and sheriffs hound those slack- 
ers; but the Emergency Shipping Board 
Corporation bows, down to those that carry 
a union card. hall we free Americans 
finally acknowledge Sam Gompers as our 
Kaiser? 


RE LANGUAGES TO BLAME? 

The first word ever spoken was prob- 
ably invented by some creature, man or 
beast or “missing link,” that had a vital 
thought which it was necessary, for his 
own good and the welfare of his species, 
to communicate to some other creature. 
Every word that bas ever been added to 
the primal language has doubtless been 
annexed for the same reason, to bring 
about a better understanding among beings 
mutually dependent upon one another for 
all that makes for their common welfare. 
It is possible that the confusion of tongues 
arose not from the organized effort of the 
race, united in attempting to build a tower 
to heaven, as is popularly supposed, but 
rather from a lack of unity of purpose. Sel- 
fishness and pride, perhaps, more than 
blood, climate or conditions, have entered 
largely into the construction and develop- 
ment of the various languages which today 
are to a great extent responsible for race 
prejudice and the fact that the citizens of 
the world cannot understand one another. 
If the inhabitants of every country of the 
globe had been speaking and writing one 
common language in 1914 it is possible that 
the misunderstanding which selfish inter- 

ts, alded by ambitious diplomats, estab- 
lished among the peoples of earth might 
have been avoided and the most unreason- 
able conflict in history have been averted. 
“What is honor?” asked Falstaff“ “Hono; 
fs a mere word—therefore I will none 
of it.” But it is just possible that to 
some extent Falstaff was wrong. Every 
word has a definite meaning and usually a 
clear purpose. Words, while perhaps noth- 
ing in themselves, are expressions of 
thoughts, motives and emotions, and who- 
soever is capable of using words intelli- 
gently is reponsible for their effect upon 
the hearer. It is difficult for those who

avowed enemy not only of capitalists, but 


of organized labor, and consjders a union 
man who remains loyal to his eo with 
his employer as big a “scab” as the man 
who belongs to no union at all, They call 
him a “scissor-bill.” 

The I. W. W. conspire against the govern- 
ment of the United States and avow their 
purpose to “keep the soldiers so busy in 
the western industrial centers they will 
have no time to fight Germany.” The 
LW.W. every day commit actual treason 
against the United States and ought to be 
shot as actual traitors to the country which 
has given them life and liberty. 

Senator Myers of Montana, in a speech 
made last week, describes the havoc 
wrought by the I. W.W. in his State. 
said: “A few months ago Montana was 
never more prosperous. All of its indus- 
tries were Gourishing. Mining, lumbering, 
agriculture, the production of everything 
produced in the State was at a high tide of 
prosperity. Everybody who would work 
had work. Everybody who wanted work 
could get work at the highest wages which 
had ever been known in the State. The

UNITED STATES MUST | 
BE REPRESENTED. 


{CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES. 
BY WILLIAM MAC DONALD. 
Noted American Historian and Lec- 

turer on Government at the Un 
versity of California. 
T IS everyway to be regretted 
that the United States was not 
represented, either officially or 
unofficially, at the recent Paris con- 
ference of the Allied Powers. Ac- 
cording to what purported to be an 
authoritative explanation from 
Washington, the “moment” for 
American participation was not con- 
sidered “opportune,” for the reason 


that the questions to be discussed 


at the conference “did not concern 
the United States.” 

What was the object of the con- 
ference? The main question for con- 
sideration, it was announced, con- 
cerned the Balkans, in regard to 
which the recent adherense of 
Greece, not wholly voluntary, to the 
Allied cause obviously necessitated 
a re-examination of the status of the. 
war in that quarter. Some way was 
to be found to block the further co- 
operation of Turkey with the Cen- 
tral Powers, to expel the Bulgarians 
from the territories which they have 
invaded and still hold, and to re 
cover Rumania. 


Another important question was 


that of the long-expected and long- 
delayed advance from Saloniki, for 
the carrying out of which the Allies 
are said to have on the ground not 
far from 750,000 men, not counting 
such recruits as may ultimately be 
was the status of Albania, where 
Italy has lately proclaimed a new 
government whose claims to terri- 
tory may at any time embroil it 
with its neighbors. The Jugosiavs 
were demanding the annexation of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina to Serbia, 
whose army has been practically de- 
stroyed and whose government is in 
exile at Corfu; and Montenegro was 
asking for additional territory. 

The whole question of the claims 
of Italy to Dalmatia and the island 


of Corfu, in regard to which a secret 


understanding with England is said 
to exist which assures to Italy the 
control of the Adriatic, was prac 
tically certain to come up. Finally, 
there was the question of the sub- 
marine peril in the Mediterranean, 
where the losses of the Allies have 
continued to be large. 


It is difficult to see how such ques- : 


tions as these can be regarded as of 
no concern to the United States. 
Far from constituting an argument 
against participation in a confer- 
ence, they are very distinctly an 


argument in favor of it. To be sure, 


sending troops to Saloniki or de 
stroyers to the Mediterranean. But 
the operations in the Balkans are a 
vital part of the war in which the 
United States is involved, and the 
war is a unit. | 

We did not declare war merely to 
help out France or to assist England 
in clearing the Atlantic of subma- 


rines. We went to war to defeat | 


Germany and to help the Allies defeat 
Germany. Wherever German resist- 
ance, aggression or intrigue are to 
be found, there is the place of the 
United States; and if American 
troops are needed today to stay up 
the hands of the Allies in France 
they may be needed tomorrow to 
strengthen the hands of the Allies 
at Saloniki. The war is one, how- 
ever widely separated the areas in 
fough 


upon to sustain the war. 
loaned enormous sums of money to 
the Allies and apparently must loan 
them a great deal more. We have 
sent them enormous quantities of 
supplies and are speeding up every 
mine, factory, railway and farm to 
swell the quant and keep it mov- 
ing. There has been no stipulation 
that these American resources were 
to be used only in Western Europe; 
they are for the war, and an appre 
clable proportion of them will as- 
suredly be employed in the Balkans, 
the Adriatic and the Mediterranean. 
If the United States is sufficiently 
concerned with the war in Eastern 
Europe to send aid to Russia or to 
organize a Red Cross expedition to 
Rumania it is certainly interested 
enough not merely to accept, but to 
demand, a seat in any conference in 
which the whole eastern theater of 
war is to be surveyed. 

There is still another weighty rea- 
son why the voice of the United 


States should not only hate been 


heard at Paris, but should be heard 
hereafter at every Allied conclave. 
The war has brought to the front 
grave and complicated questions 
only indirectly related to any of the 
issues over which the war began, 
but which the Allies now aspire to 
settle for their own advantage. It 
has developed a web of secret diplo 


macy, regarding most of which the.

It has disclosed sharp differences 


among the Allies, as witness the re- 
cent disapproval by Russia of the 
course of the Allies in Greece. 
The only report of the Paris con- 
ference that has been given to the 
American press, saving extracts 
from one or two speeches clearly de- 
signed for public consumption, is 
that the Allied forces are to be 
withdrawn from ancient Greece, and 
that the war is to go on. The first 


may mean much or little, the second 


we knew already. Perhaps the State 
Department knows what was done 
with reference to other matters on 
the programme, but American 
public does not. 

With personal, racial and national 
ambitions emerging, with European 
geography apparently to be made 
over, and with economic policies of 
vast scope forming or actually 


formed, the United States has no 


right to hold aloof. The presence 
of an accredited American repre 
sentative at Paris would have been 
at least some assurance, now wholly 
lacking, that nothing was being put 
over” on us by European interests; 
and we need that assurance for the 
future. 

We have become the determining 
factor in the war and we are enti- 
tled to a seat at the council table. 
Nothing else will satisfy American 
public opinion. Nothing less is con- 
sistent with our dignity or our 
rights.

Miss Fenwick, in “The Sin Wom- 
an, is one of those long-distance 
vamps; she gives her victims absent 
treatment, and they just can’t keep 
away from her. A very clever little 
hussy, that. “Grace Penrose.” who 
wasn't the girl to be cold and cruel, 
even when annoyed by the wife's 
pleadings that she let her husband 
alone. Instead, she considered sweet- 
ly, looked pained, and finally, al- 
most in tears, whispered softly: 
“I'm so sorry, dear, but, you see, 
your husband loves me, and I can't 
I just can't give him up.” 

As the name suggests, “The Sin 
Woman” wasn’t intended as a Sun- 
day-school entertainment. There ts 
a very spicy scene indeed when the 
husband and the vamp find it neces- 
sarly, due to a snowstorm, to remain 
over night in his mountain cabin 
alone. And it certainly is the acid 
test of a love affair that it could be 
maintained in such a temperature’ 

The trouble with vampin is, in the 
long run, it becomes vamping for 
vampine’s sake, and it is then the 
lady always meets her doom.
